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INTERNATIONAL CLUB SOCCER 


By L. A. W. PEARCE 


THAT SUPER-LEAGUE: It’s sure to 
come, say Wolves. There was a breath- 
less hush in the close football season 
the other night (says John Reason in 
“News of the World’, Aug. 4) when 
Me J. S. Baker, the progressive chair- 
man of Wolverhampton Wanderers, 
stood up and said that not only was 
he convinced that a European Football 
League would be with us within five 
years, but that he very much wanted 
Wolves to be members of it. 

Mow this is something which, | think, 
has needed saying for a long time. 
Anyone who thinks seriously about the 
game must know: that the public is 
ready for a European League and is 
prepared to pay to see one. 

The four or five British Clubs big 
enough and good enough to be inter- 
ested in such a competition, for instance, 
know this only too well, even if they 
hayen‘t said so out loud. 

Mr. Baker’s announcement, however, 
has been foilowed by one of those 
embarrassing silences in which no-one 
says much more than a nervous cough. 

the Football League might dearly 
love to believe that it did not hear 
Mr. Baker aright, and the other clubs 
who must be vitally interested in the 
subject——clubs like Manchester United 
and Tottenham Hotspur—are looking 
pointedly the other way. 

But when | spoke to him, Mr. Baker 
was not a bit abashed. In fact, he 
went further—much further. 

“The pubiic want to see International 
Club competition.. Look at our games 
against Spartak and Honved. Look at 
the. terrific enthusiasm built up by Man- 
chester United in the European Cup,” 
he said. “After all, people won‘t go to 
the theatre to see fourth-rate entertain- 
ment. They want to see the best. The 
Foctball public is the same. 

“They know that the best football 
nowadays is produced when the best 
clubs in each country play each other. 

“Look what it would do for the 
players, too. Don’t forget that they 


entertain a far greater public than the 
stars of the theatre, and | think they 
should be paid on the same scale. We 
could do that in a European League.’ 

Wolves intend to be ready for the 
European League. They plan to improve 
their ground until it is among the best 
in the country, and they have asked 
an architect to tell them how to do it. 

lf 100,000 Midlanders want to see 
Wolves play Moscow Dynamo in 1962, 
then the authorities at Molineux intend 
to have room for them. 

The vigorous Wolves chairman also 
thinks thot a European League would 
run im conjunction with the various 
National Leagues. 

“It would be the Super-League that 
Sir Stanley Rous talked about. Then 
clubs could be relegated from the Euro- 
pean League back to- their National 
First Divisions .if they weren’t good 
enough for the top grade.” 

After thinking how fine it was that 
a club chairman could talk so much 
sense in such a short space of time, | 
asked the Football League what they 
thought. ‘No comment”. 

Spurs? “We haven’t considered it.” 

Manchester United? The subject is 
so hot in football politics that they 
did mot even want to be quoted as 
saying ‘No comment”. 

'm surprised at Manchester-——and a 
bit disappointed. Usually they are the 
first to spot a good thing. 

And up till now they’ve never been 
afraid to say that they want a piece 
of it. 

THE FOURTH DIVISION: Norman 
Low, manager of Port Vale, who took 
ever only a few weeks before the end 
of last season, saw enough in that short 
time to make a drastic cut in the play- 
ing staff. The number has falien from 
35 to 20 (says Harry Ditton). 

Soccer theorists will tell you that a 
relegated club’s best chance of winning 
Promotion comes in the first season 
after going down.

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BABY, IT’S COLD OUTSIDE! 
A FOOTBALL TOUR OF ICELAND 


Surely, when considering as strange 
a set cf circumstances under which 
football can be played, the F.A. Ama- 
teur Team’s 12-day tour of Iceland in 
August, 1956, would take some beating. 

Some, of course, would say that 
football in Iceland is no more extra- 
ordinary than football in the sands of 
Cairo, or the energy-sapping humidity 
of Malaya, but as the F.A. toursts 
could tell you there were a few dis- 
concerting feotures. 

The F.A. Amateur team flew to Ice- 
land and landed at Reykjjavik at mid- 
night on the 3rd of August. The 
headquarters of the team was located 
ai the Gardur Hotel, which was con- 
veniently located a few hundred yards 
from the football stadium where the 
three matches in the vistiors’ itinerary 
were played. 

This stadium was completely open, 
except for one small stand and was very 
modern in design, but the pitch itself 
was like a hard tennis court, with no 
gross at all. Before each match the 
playing area was harrowed to a depth 
of three inches which gave it a cov- 
ering of fine lava dust. The ground 
was then lightly rolled and _ finally 
sprayed with water from an_ old- 
fashioned water cart drawn by a Dodge 
car at a brisk 20 m.p.h. over the 
whole of the playing area. 

The first practices by the Amateur 
team were disconcerting and the risk 
of injuries on this ground was dis- 
turbing. One of the players, Bob Har- 
disty twisted- an ankle in one of the 


many little “‘drains’’ at the side of 
the pitch and was unable to take part 
in any of the matches. One thing the 
visiting players found was that it didn’t 
pay to fall down. Every time they fell 
they cut themselves on the hard surface. 
The trainer, Jack Jennings, devised a 
clever “‘bandage-glove’’ to protect the 
players ‘hands and save them from 
these painful abrasions of the skin. 

As the first match did not take 
place till three days after their arrival 
the players had time to accustom them- 
selves to these strange conditions. 

The opening match was an_Inter- 
national Fixture against a full Iceland 
Xl, the F.A. Amateurs winning a hard 
match by 3 goals to 2. 

The crowd at this match (if the 
Sydney press is interested) was 8000 
and the minimum entrance fee was 
equivalent to 9/- sterling. 

The game began at 8.30 p.m. and 
was piayed throughout in bright sun- 
shine, but by 10 o'clock the sun was 
so low that players were dazzled by 
any pass that came to them from the 
direction of the setting sun, to the 
north. 

The remaining two matches of the 
itinerary were against iceland Club 
teams: Akranes, the champion team of 
Iceland that year, and the local Reykja- 
vik Club. The English Amateurs won 
both of these matches, and after a 
fitting farewell arrived back at the 
London Airport on the 14th of August. 

The general consensus of opinion 
was that it was “an encouraging and 
most enjoyable tour’’.

WHO WILL BE THE 1957 CHAMPIONS? 


By “THEORIST” 


With State Cup Round 2 coming up 
this week-end, the interest of the soc- 
cer fan will be diverted from the 
struggle of club teams to make the 
final four in the State Premiership to 
that of—who will win the coveted State 
Cup for 1957? 


The fixtures in the Cup this week- 
end ore: Corrimal v. North Wollongong 
at Memorial Park, Corrimal; Leichhardt 
v. White Eagles at Lambert Park, 
Leichhardt; Granville y. St. George at 
Macarthur Park, Granville and Suther- 
land v. Weonona-Bulli at Seymour Shaw 
Park, Miranda. 


In the North, the State Cup Round 2 
hes already been played and the teams 
remaining in the Cup are Merewether, 
Wallsend, Cardiff and Mayfield United. 


Merewether defeating Young Walls- 
end, 4-3; Wallsend defeating Cessnock 
4-3; Cardiff toppling Weston 4-0 and 
Mayfield United shading Adamstown by 
1 goal to nil. 


Main interest this week-end will be 
in the performances of the teams from 
the other divisions against the Firsts— 
White Eagles, Sutherland, and North 
Wollongong. 


On form these lower teams would 
appear to have little chance against 
such strong Ist Division sides, but in 
the past the State Cup, in common 
with the English F.A. Cup, has seen 
some remarkable performances put up 
by such teams, and it is this possibility 
of a complete upset that helps to 
create great interest in this important 
trophy, 


To win the State Cup is a feather 
in any team’s cap, and such a team 
feels as much pride in its possession as 
in winning the State Premiership Final. 


Not so “pretty”, nor nearly as shiny 
as the Sydney Cup—the squarish, rather 
old-fashioned trophy has a history be- 
hind it as old as Soccer football in 
N.S.W. The first records are of the 
“Rainsford Trophy”, won in 1885 by 
Granville, against all comers. Granville 
retained the trophy for the following 
year, but lost it to Hamilton Athletic 
in 1887. 


In 1888, the well-known Gardiner 
Cup series began, a competition that 
kept going till 1928, the last holder 
being Thirroul. Only in 1916 and 1917 
in the darkest days of World War | 
was the contest abandoned. 


From 1928 till 1944 the State Asso- 
ciation Cup was competed for. A rather 
piquant note comes into the records, in 
the light of present problems of N.S.W. 
soccer, in that in 1943 and 1944 there 
were two ‘State Cups’’—one League 
and the other Association. Merewether 
A won the Association Cup in 1943 and 
1944, while Leichhardt and Wallsend 
were the winners of the State League 
Cup. é 


However, from 1945 on we were one 
big, happy family again and it is the 
State League Cup to be played for again 
this year. 


With the playing of this round, the 
choice for winner will be simplified, and 
by the semi-finals the teams’ strengths 
should be apparent.
